Mayor 
lark Pagan o£ Jersey City announced 
131 he would demand a congressional 
westlgatkm of the disaster. He said 
lat such an investigation

eraiivc In order to enact more strln- 
ent laws for the transportation and 
torage ot high explosives than arc 
rovided in the present regulations of 
he interstate commerce commission. 
The mayor asserted that the state 
f New Jersey, although it had strin- 
pent laws governing the transporta- 
ion of explosives 
within the 
slate 


was at the mercy of the federal la.ws; 
to which the Jersey authorities hava 
been obliged to conform in order to 
permit interstate commerce. The in-> 
terstate commerce regulations, he said, 
allowed the transportation and storaga 
of high explosives in quantities far too 
large. 


Responsibility of Disaster 


"The responsibility for the 
explo- 


sion." said the mayor, "is entirely up 
to the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion, whose regulations permit storaga 
and transportation of hugs quantities 
of high explosives. 
There seems to be 


no redress in the matter. 
The only 


solution of the problem that* I can seo 
now is to appeal to congress. I have 
already requested three New Jersey.

dominant, and has made prisoners of 
300.000 men.

And she was not ready until she could 
dominate, as she has done, the Ger- 
man, artillery by a greater weight of 
metal; until, making a move forward 
over the

of her line, they both could make good

steadily and surely diminish the ca- 
pacity of resistance upon the part of 
Germany. 
This they have done. 


"What is the position-today? Every- 


one of. the allies has moved forward 
and at the same time, and every one 
has succeeded, as she has moved.

She has. in fact 
provided an army anrl navy personne 
of nearly 5.000,000 men and has trehlcd 
fho personnel of her fleel. - Coulrl any

Great Brilain has done? 
England As Organizer 
' "Americans should understand that

WASHINGTON. July 31.—In a speech 


delivered in the house Saturday Con- 
gressman Rogers made a. very earnest 
Bpeecli against thfc admission 
of 
any 


arms into Mexico. He said in part: 


Three or four days ago 2700 Bland of 


arms went over the Mexican border 10 
Villa. Some have gone since, I am lol<l; 
I do not know how truly. This move- 
ment at Vera Cruz, was preotpHaied for 
the military reason—which I do ni>l 
question to be a sound one from a mili- 
tary point of view—that it was necfs- 
eary to teize ihe arms going to Huerta. 
'because 
thete 
arms 
would be used 


against the forces of the United Slates 
and that it was the most obvious mili- 
tary prudence to .stop them for tiiat 
reason, the force o£ which I entirely ad- 
mit. 
Yet they were allowed to go over 


the northern border at the same time, 
You cannot do much more for any ally 
•than that. 
And now wfc fiee that Mr. 


Carranza disapproves of what lias been 
done at Vera Cruz. Hardly friendly In 
an ally whom we arc arming. 
U will 


be but a short Umc when those men of 
the north are united with the rent of 
Mexico against us. That is not an un- 
reasonable anticipation. Why are we 
hot taking: tho ordinary military pre- 
caution th«ro? 
Why are we allowing 


more arms to so into those parts of 
Mexico? They will ho used against our 
armies within 30 days. 


There is brought to my mind very 


ctrongly, sir, thnt verse that was writ- 
ten by James Russell Lowell 
at 
the 


time ot the Civil war: 


"You wonder why we're hot, John? 


Your mark was on the guns; 


The neutral guns that shot, John, 


Our brothers an1 our sons." 


- Now u'e are letting the 
guns 
and 


munitions of war go into Mexico, and 
by. and by the mark on the guns In 
northern Mexico which shoot our broth- 
ers and our sons will not bo neutral 
marks; they will have our own mnrks 
upon them. 


1 say, Mr. President, the time has 


come to stop, as we have stopped at 
Vera. Cruz, the admission of any arms 
into the Mexican republic. It war, alas, 
or armed 'intervention cannot bo es 
caped. that is the surest way to brln, 
this war to a close. That Js the meth- 
od the president haa adopted Jn order 
"to prevent Mr. Huerta from protracting 
resistance to our troops, and yet arms 
are going in freely over the border, anci 
I clo not think I am mistaken when 1 
say we are in danger of a fight on that 
border at any minute. I do not want 
to see those people 
furnished 
with 


weapons. 


The thing that seems worse to me, 


more than anything else in the whole 
framing" of the Issue with Mexico, 
this putting us In tho attitude of an 
ally of Pancho Villa. * * * I think 
every military reason demands that we 
should put an embargo on arms every 
.where, anil I think the distinction that 
we are making is one that is utterly 
false, both from the military and the 
'moral point of view. 


Mr. Rogers quoted poetry appropri- 


ate to the occasion, including 
"The 


Dumdum" and "Adair of Carrlzal," and 
hearing the conclusion of his speech, 
said: 


"Mr. Speaker, 
I 
have 
supported 


President Wilson by my vole and by 
word of mouth when the "United States 
seemed to be standing face to face with 
a foreign power. 
I upheld the ad- 


ministration In the Vera Cruz incident 
and in the submarine controversy with 
Germany. 
I trust I shall never devi- 


ate from this course, whatever may be 
the politics of the man In the- White 
House. 


"But I can not condone the course of 


the present, administration in connec- 
tion with munitions exportation to 


Mexico. 
Let me very concisely review 


what I have before; given in dot nil. 
\Yhen President Wilson was Inaugu- 
rated the Tall embargo against ship- 
ping arms to Mexico was in 
effect.

raised the embargo, 
April 24, 1014, 


at the time of the Vera Cruu affair, lie 
restored the embargo. 
May 16, 1914. 


he raised the embargo so as to permit 
exportations by PCS.

September 10, 1S14, 


he raised the embargo.

embargo was Imposed the action was 
taken as the result of outrages upon 
Americans, which surpassed even the 
ordinary run of outrages to which we 
are, alas, some what benumbed.

provement in the Internal condition in 
Mexico; yet at no time during the past 
three years could any man truly Mate 
that the internal troubles of -Mexico 
were at or approaching an end.

The fight- 
ing has also extended to the extrem 
north, in the Riga-Dvinsk region, but 
here the Germans have held tbelr ow: 
ami no decisive result has as yet beer 
gained hy cither side.

LONDON, July 31.—The Right Hon-' 


arable Sir Gilbert Parker, Bart, M. P., 
whoso services to the British cause 
have been notable in the field of pub- 
licity in the United States, has marie 
'.ho following statement to The Assu- 
tiatod Press on the Kurnpeau war: 


"You ask me to make a statement 


flpon the two years of war, in which 
England, with her allies. France, Rns- 
iia, Italy, Belgium, Portugal, Hcrbia 
ind .Montenegro, has been engaged. 


"Three months ago the task would 


nave been far more difficult than It is 
loday. 
Since then Great Britain and 


i-'rance have moved forward on their 
fronts, and with tremendous effect— 
jut of that later. 
Also, during that 
p.lme, Russia has moved heavily upon 
;he troops of the .central empire, and, 
:n the southeastern corner of the Rus- 
lian front, bus driven In, league upon 
league, the Austrian troops, has cap- 
lured sector upon sector, 
city 
upon 


:ity in the regions where Austria was 
Dominant, and has made prisoners of 
100,000 men. 


"Over in Asia Minor the field of con- 


lue.st has been enlarged and

The renowned von Hindenburg, up in

western front tho only gains of Ger- 
many were achieved in the first few; 
woeks of the war. Those gains were 
of Immense strategical 
value to, hor. 


They included the mining and indus- 
trial district of France and nearly the 
whole of Belgium, from which she has 
steadily drawn practical support and 
advantage and supplies. 
The wonder 


is, not that the allies have done so 
we-!!, hut that, witii all her .prepara- 


tions and her perfect armament, Ger- 
many and 
her 
obedient colleagues, 


Austria, and 
Turkey and 
Bulgaria, 


have done so badly, 


"Apparently at the beginning of the 


war everything was" in their hands, 
everything 
except 
one—the 
British 


navy. If Germany could have mast- 
ered her as she mastered Belgium and 
it, goodly portion of France tho war 
would long since 
have 
been 
over. 


France would have been a third rale 
power under practical 
German con- 


trol; Russia would have been driven

Those, 
however, who count the w'ork of the 
Deul.st'hland as extraordinary

accomplished its feat.

This they have done. 


"What is the position today? Ever.y- 


one of the allies has moved forward 
and at the same time, and every one 
has succeeded, as she has moved.

Germany cannot put 


forward 
her men to 
help 
Austria. 


Austria is harassed by Italy and by

"There is no rest for Germany any- 


where. 
She cannot shift

from front to front, as she did in the 
early days of the war, smashing one 
enemy here and then whisking

The 
allies 
no 
doubt 


have made mistakes, but England has 
made no snch mistakes as have been 
made by Germany, all of whose plans 
have gone awry. 
England was 
ex- 


pected to. and 
promised 
to furnish 


150,000 men for the protection of .Bel- 
gium In case of a European war— 
and that was all. 
She has, in fact, 


provided an army and navy personnel 
of nearly 5.000,000 men and has trebled 
the personnel of her fleet. Could any 
other nation in the world furnish over 
4.000.000 men on a voluntary basis, as 
Great Britain has done? 
England As Organizer 


"Americans should understand that 


it is not alone In the field of battle 
that Great Britain has 
proved 
her 


capacity for 
organization. 
She 
has 


proved it in the 
civil field; 
she has 


nationalized the railways of the coun- 
try and has paid the 
regular 
divi- 


dends; she secured tho sugar crop of 
the -world at the very beginning of 
the war. 
through 
which 
sugar 
Is 


cheaper today in Great Britain than 
it is in the United States, and at the 
same time has got out of it a revenue 
of nearly thirty-four million dollars. 


"She rescued 
the 
British 
people

she could get her meat on fair terms, 
and has done so—50,000 tons a month

WASHINGTON, July 31.—In s. speech 


'delivered in the h9'use Saturday Con- 
gressman Rogers made a very earnest 
speech against the admission 
of 
any 


arms into Mexico. He said In part: 


Three or (our days ago 2700 stand of 


arms went over the Mexican border to 
Villa. Some have gone since, I am told; 
I do not know how truly. 
This move- 


ment at Vera Cruz was precipitated for 
the military reason—which 1 do not 
question to be a sound one froiu u mili- 
tary point of view—that it was neces- 
sary to eel*e the arms golns to Huerta, 
because 
these 
arms 
would be used 


ngainst the forces of the United States 
ur.d that it wa's the most obvious mili- 
tary prudence to stop them for that 
reason, the force of which I entirely ad- 
mit. Yet they were allowed to so over 
the northern border'at the same time. 
You cannot do much more for a«y ally 
than that. And now we see that Mr. 
Carranza disapproves of what has been 
done at Vera. Cruz. Hardly friendly in 
an ally whom we are arming. 
It will 


be but a short time when those men of 
the north are united with, the rest of 
Mexico ajainst us. That is not an un- 
reasonable anticipation. 
Why are we 


not taking the ordinary military pre- 
caution there? Why are we 'allowing 
more arms to 30 into those parts o£ 
Mexico? They will bo used against our 
ai'niies within 30 days. 


There is brought to' my mind ver-y 


strongly, sir, that verse that was writ 
ten by James Russell Lowell at

Each 
time the embargo was lifted the ac- 
tion was taken because of a slight im- 
provement lu the Internal condition in 
Mexico; yet at no timo during the past 
Lhree years could any man truly state 
that the internal troubles of Mexico 
were at or approaching an end.

In sheer human interest the battle o 


Verdun probably surpassed all othe:

For five month 
the defenders withstood a storm at th 
fury of which tha world stood aghast 
Foot by foot, almost inch by inch, th 
Germans forged forward, with a reck 
less disregard of their lives, a tenacit;
